A SPECTACLE OF OLYMPIAN DEEDS 


As crowds of 100,000 in the Melbourne Crick- 
et Ground—and much of the outside world— 
watched the first Olympic week, one scene dom- 
inated the event: athletes grouped dramatical- 
ly on the victory stand to receive the world’s 
most prized sports awards, the Olympic med- 
als. Most of the victorious posing was done by 
Americans. In men’s track and field, the most 
glamorous and popular phase of the Olympics, 
the U.S. made its widest runaway ever, winning 
15 of 24 events, breaking 11 Olympic records 
and making four clean sweeps (opposite page). 
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Though the Games traditionally are based 
on individual exploits, general interest had fo- 
cused on the duel between two top teams, those 
of U.S. and Russia, Russian coaches scouted 
U.S. stars in trials and carefully briefed their 
athletes at nightly strategy sessions. The Rus- 
sians did win three gold medals, their first ever 
in track and field, but—taut and overtrained— 
they failed to produce their best efforts in sev- 
eral events. “They're simply trying too hard, 
said 800-meter winner Tom Courtney. 

With men’s track and field over and events 


like swimming, gymnastics and shooting on the 
program, other countries would overshadow 
the U.S. Already in women’s track and field 
every country had been outdone by Australia, 
which took four of the nine gold medals. This 
especially delighted the host country, which 
was turning out magnificently for the Games. 
Though Australia’s total population is only 
nine million, attendance in the first Olymp 
week came to more than a million—and thi 
saw, in terms of spectacle and record-breaking 
victories, one of the finest Olympics ever held.

One terrible swift left hook delivered by a lithe, quick- 
fisted 21-year-old sent aging Archie Moore sprawling to 
the canvas.

NEXT MOVE: CLEAR THE CANAL 


The Eisenhower Near Eastern policy, which has seemed much 
too passive and aloof to his more excitable critics, is beginning 
to have the pacifying effect he intended. The British and French 
governments are withdrawing their troops from the area, con- 
vinced at last that U.S. policy there, though lodged in the U.N., 
is both serious and responsible. The U.S. has launched an emer- 
gency plan to help Western Europe meet its oil shortage this 
winter, thus backing Eisenhower’s recent words that the At- 
lantic alliance is still a cornerstone of our policy. And we have 
warned Russia that we will support the Baghdad pact countries 
(Turkey, Iran, Pakistan, Iraq and Britain) against any threat 
from Communist-influenced Syria, proving that we are just as 
concerned as the British in keeping Communism out of the 
Near East. 

Nothing can undo the damage the British and French invaders 
did to their own prestige (and to their oil supplies); but at least 
there has been progress toward the possibility of a stable Near 
Eastern future. As British Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd has 


rightly insisted, that future cannot resemble the inherently un- 
stable status quo of last summer, The old conflicts as well as 
the new must be solved in a permanent settlement, and we 
must assume that the State Department, whose wishes can be 
decisive in these negotiations, is preparing its position with bold- 
ness and precision. 

Meanwhile the next immediate step is to get the canal func- 
tioning again. The 40-odd scuttled ships now blocking it are 
the single biggest cause of Europe’s oil crisis, for which U.S. 
taxpayers and gasoline users will soon be paying, Dag Hammar- 
skjéld has already-sent a U.N. dredging crew of Dutch and Danes 
to undertake this operation, though without any public assur- 
ance from Nasser that he will let them go to work. American 
policy, which has been relatively tolerant of Nasser so far, should 
certainly oppose any delay in the clearing operation. The canal 
must be opened for business as quickly as physically possible. 
‘The job must be done by whoever can do it quickest—and down 
with any politician who is caught playing politics with this one. 


THE DOLLAR AND THE ESCALATOR 
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Prices have gone up again. Consumer prices set another record 
in October for the fourth time in five months and are 2% higher 
prices are up 7% since mid-1955. In an- 
nouncing these increases last week, the Federal Reserve Bulletin 
attributes them to “the confident attitude of business, labor and 
consumers toward longer run economic prospects.” But if these 
long run prospects are to include still more price increases, that 
confidence is misplaced. 

For many months the Federal Reserve, with Administration 
support, has been courageously and correctly combating inflation 
by restricting the supply of money and raising its price. This 
“tight money” policy has already caused relative hardship in 
some industries, notably housing and small business. For this 
reason the Democrats attacked it during the campaign, but their 
criticism was irrelevant alongside a much more serious fact about 
“tight money”; it is not, by itself, proving equal to the task of 
checking inflation. 

Eminent bankers like Allan Sproul and Robert Craft have ac- 
cordingly urged “another Aldrich commission” (the last one, in 
1908-12, led to the establishment of the Federal Reserve System) 
to restudy our whole monetary system. It has changed radically 
since those days, both in practice and in theory. We were then 
on the gold standard, which at least gave the dollar a nonpoliti- 
cal value. After 1933 we were on a “government managed cur- 
rency standard,” which took us through the war and postwar 
inflation. But the present inflation is different. It raises the ques- 
tion, what standard are we on now? In England, where the prob- 
lem is much the same, only worse, economists call it a “labor 
standard,” dominated by the unions. Wages are now a potent 
factor, perhaps the most potent, in the complex that determines 
the value of the dollar. They seem to be more potent than the 
quantity of money in circulation, which the Federal Reserve has 
at least brought under control. 

Professor Sumner Slichter in 1948 described ours as a “labor- 
istic” economy, meaning that it was run chiefly in the interest of 
the vast majority of us who work for somebody else. But today 
the term is taking on a narrower meaning. There seem to be two 
economies, not one. In the “laboristic:” or escalator economy, 
business and organized labor act on the assumption of chronic 
inflation, then keep up with it by automatic wage—and some- 
times simultaneous—price increases. In the nonescalated econ- 
omy, incomes and prices either stay put or trudge the stairs. 

Here is how the “‘laboristic” part works. Busines maintain- 
ing the highest rate of investment ever, despite the higher price 


of capital. It does this in an effort to offset by more efficient pros 
duction the constantly rising costs of scarce materials, such as 
metals and fuel, and of labor. But the savings effected by these 
new investments are then immediately absorbed by still higher 
wages, either in accordance with long-term wage contracts or 
strike threats or because the supply of labor too is searce. Never 
are prices lowered; the consumer, as Slichter says, is “virtually 
excluded” from technological gains, Who can remember when 
the new cars carried a lower price tag than the year before? Nev- 
ertheless the consumer goes on buying in the general euphoria 
(he seldom knows or cares what interest rate he is paying on 
instalment loans) or because he too assumes that prices and in- 
comes will be higher next year. 

many industries wages and prices are now being raised con- 
currently—coal, steel, aluminum, automobile, meat-packing, tex- 
tile, paper and many others. The economic effect is that of a 
collusive deal between management and labor against the con- 
sumer and the nonescalated economy and the free market. As 
Kin Hubbard once remarked, “If capital an’ labor ever do git 
t’gether it’s good night fer th’ rest of us.” In some lines the ef- 
fect of the deal is wholly inflationary, as in most of the service 
trades; you can’t get a quicker or better haircut for $1.25 than 
you could for 50¢. But even in lines where productivity and qual- 
ity increase, there is an indirect inflationary effect—the added 
strain on our supply of materials, labor and savings, which are 
just not enough to do all the progressive and desirable things we 
as a nation would like to do. 

The escalation system has many defenders, including Profes- 
sor Slichter himself, who sees “creeping inflation” as a lesser 
evil than the risk of deflation, unemployment and social tension. 
But “creeping inflation” has its social price too. The nonoccu- 
pants of the escalator include farmers, teachers, pensioners, gov- 
ernment employes, and workers in the less unionized and more 
competitive industries. Probably they are a majority of us. And 
if these nonescalated masses should decide that inflation is here 
to stay, their demands for equal protection will create social ten- 
sions that may prove just as costly and ugly as unemployment. 

All of which proves what most people know anyway: that the 
only honest monetary policy is to aim at a stable dollar, such as 
the Eisenhower administration achieved in 1953-55. The Federal 
Reserve is doing its part but cannot do the whole job alone. Un- 
s voluntarily spreads out its future investments and 
labor restrains its wage demands, the government will soon be 
reluctantly looking for some harsher way to get the same effect.

Last spring Mrs. Causey 
and the 101 other Nage teachers 
Choctaw had been expressly forbidden 
to discuss it in their classes. But Mrs. 
Causey had felt free to talk to Lire’s 
reporter and photographer on the sto- 
ry because both of them are Negroes. 

The board members had other com- 
plaints. They charged Mrs. Causey with 
stating that Negro teachers are paid less 
than white teachers, when in fact their 
salaries are the same if their education and experience are the 
same. Mrs, Causey made no such statement in the story, but the 
hoard inferred it from her general remarks about “justice” and 
“equal pay” for the whole Negro race. 

Board member Claude G. Wimberley, a soft-spoken general- 
store owner in Silas, told her he was angry and disappointed be- 
cause the article made it sound as if the whites had constantly 
harassed the Causeys. The truth was just the opposite, he said. 
For example, a year or so earlier Causey's logging truck had been 
rammed by a white man driving a pickup truck. The highway pa- 
trol said Causey’s lights were defective, threatened to impound 
his truck and to put him in jail. Wimberley had rescued him with 
a $300 loan, which he said Willie had not repaid. 

“TI know I have helped Willie, and I know others have helped 
him,” Wimberley told Mrs. Causey. “But that wasn’t in the maga- 
zine.” Other board members agreed: Willie Causey was an invet- 
erate borrower. As Wimberley put it, “Willie’s credit was regarded 
as good, but he was always exercising it.” When the article came 
out, “we felt as if we had been slapped in the face.”

SUPT. WILEY ALLEN 


An illusory acquittal 


FTER the school board’s cross-examination Mrs. Causey was 
excused from the meeting and was granted permission to 
draw a $260 advance on her salary. She thought she had won an 
acquittal. Over the weekend she tried to cheer up her husband. As 
long as she had a job, she said, they would get along, Things 
would work out. 
On Monday, Oct. 1, Mrs. Causey got a letter from Superin- 
tendent Allen. It read: 
“This is to give notice to you that you are hereby suspended as 
a teacher in the Choctaw County school system until you can

Your suspension starts 
on October 1, 1956. (signed) Wiley C. Allen, Superintendent of 
Schools.” 

The situation now looked bleak for the Causeys. Next morning 
they left home with th hildren who still live with them and 
drove to Mobile to stay with Mrs. Causey’s parents, Mrs. Causey 
still had most of her $260 advance but she had no savings. The 
savings had been spent on her summer school work at Alabama 
State College for Negroes where she had completed work on her 
bachelor of science degree in elementary education, Willie Cau- 
sey had earned no money for a week. Monthly payments on the 
car and furniture were due. 

In Mobile they worried about their farm back in Choctaw Coun- 
ty. They talked about their problem and tried to think what they 
could do to make peace with the white people of Choctaw County. 
Mrs. Causey was afraid that no matter what they did she would not 
get her job back. Willie Causey was afraid to ask for his truck 
until the white men sent for him. He paced the floor restlessly, 
saying, “I never been out of work this long before in my whole 
life.” His wife wrote to a friend: “I have had a hard time all my 
life but I won't give up. I want to help my people, the Negroes. 

After four days the Causeys made their decision. Leaving their 
children in Mobile, they would return to Silas to find out just how 
strong the antagonism was and to try to get support from some of 
their white neighbors. Mrs. Causey's family worried about the 
decision but the Causeys thought they could go back and assess

No help from the board president 


Wee first man they went to see was J. T. Allen (a distant rela- 
tive of School: Superintendent Wiley Allen), owner of a gen- 
eral store and cotton gin in the town of Cromwell and, more im- 
portant to the Causeys, president for more than 30 years of the 
county board of education. He is a ruddy-faced, genial man of con- 
siderable influence in Choctaw County. 

J. T. Allen had not been present at the school board meeting 
when Mrs. Causey was questioned, but he knew what had hap- 
pened and he had concurred in the suspension, though he had 
warned the board that Mrs. Causey could probably go to court and 
win back her job. He told her all this when she and her father 
met him in his general store. 
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CAUSEY HOME, now deserted, had five rooms plus three new ones in added 
structure at left which Willie Causey was finishing when the trouble started, 
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“T hope we can settle this peaceably,” Allen said, “without a 
law suit against the board. You might get your job back here, but 
there isn’t another county in Alabama that would hire you. 

So far as Allen was concerned, the issue was settled. If she 
could furnish proof, such as a statement from Lire that she was 
misquoted and misrepresented, perhaps he could call a meeting of 
the board, but otherwise, “I don't see what can be done.” 

J. T, Allen ha: e explained his stand on the Causey case to 
Lire. “These southern Negroes,” he says, “are different from 
yours up north. We think we're good to them and know how to 
handle them. We try to help them, look after them, see that they 
get enough to eat, have a job, get along all right. They don’t expect 
equality and wouldn't know what to do if they had it. The only 
time we have trouble is when it’s stirred up by people like the 
schoolteacher. There wasn’t a white man in this cc y that a 
proved of that story.” Then, in a more jocular tone, “If you Yam 

Dankees will leave us alone, we'll han- 
= dle everything all right.” 

Allen believes that the white people 
of Choctaw County went out of their 
way to help Willie Causey and that h 
has now forfeited any right to thei 
sympathy. “The best thing to do with 
this matter is not to stir it up any fur- 
ther,” Allen says. “It’s all straight- 
ened out.” 

After the discouraging talk with 
. Allen the Causeys and Mr, Thorn- 
ton went back to see Superintendent 
Allen. The superintendent critici 


d 
Mrs. Causey for her “attitude” at the 
earlier board meeting and again sug- 
gested that she sue Lire. Mrs. Causey refused and with that re- 
fusal her teaching career in Choctaw County ended. 

That same afternoon Willie Causey set out to find where he 
stood with the loggers of the county. About 15 years ago he had 
given up day-labor work and gone into the wood-producing busi- 
ness. He worked for pulpwood dealers and occasionally for private 
landowners who let him cut wood on their timber tracts for a 
share of the price of each cord. This share, called "stumpage,” 
usually came to about $5 a cord (not $2 a cord as Lire erroneously 
reported). Ina good week Causey could gross more than $300, and 
after paying stumpage, gasoline bills and crew wages he sometimes 
netted as much as $100. 

Willie Causey's economic future depended on Mike Dempsey, 
whose seizure of Causey's truck had made it impossible for Willie 
to transport wood. A Negro friend went with Causey to Dempse: 
tiny brick office on the edge of the pine forest near Cromwell. 
The friend went in alone and asked Dempsey to see Causey. 
Dempsey said he would. 

As soon as Causey entered the office, Dempsey pulled out a copy 
of the magazine, slammed his hand against it and said, “Willie, 
this has got you into a lot of trouble.” 

Dempsey seemed to Causey angrier than he had ever seen him. 
He said he would get into trouble with the federal government 
over the picture in 1 the article that showed Causey's 16- -year-old 
son cutting wood. It is against the U.S. child labor law to employ

AS Mite Dempsey continued to criticize him, Willie Causey 
says he realized that he could expect no help. Twice, he says, 
Dempsey’s anger reached such peaks that he half rose from be- 
hind his desk. Finally Willie says he told him, “Willie, you were 
a good hand. You put on more wood for a small crew than any- 
body else I had. But that magazine has knocked you right out of a 
job. We all came to an agreement. Nobody is going to sell you any 
more stumpage, and you'll never get another job from me.” 
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TRUCK on which Willie Ca

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At that moment Willie Causey decided that he had to move out 
of Choctaw County. Over and over Negro friends reported to him 
and his wife that white people were demanding that the Causeys 
get out. John MePhearson, who had sold Willie Causey the power 
saw, sent word through a Negro friend: whatever you do, don’t 
ever come back to Silas. 

It had been 17 days since the article appeared. ‘This was longer 
than some people expected the Causeys to stay around. As Don 
Blount, editor of the Choctaw Advocate, told a Lire editor, “When 
I read that in Lire, I figured that man must have his bags packed.” 
The Causeys returned to Mobile. 

After making arrangements for a moving van to pick up their 
belongings, they went back to the farm on Friday, Oct. 12 to pack 
and get ready for the movers. Mrs, Causey slaughtered her flock 
of 19 chickens, plucked them and stored them in the freezer. 
Willie Causey brought in wagonloads of corn’and dug two bushels 
of potatoes. He puttered around three new uncompleted rooms 
which the family had never lived in and never would live in. The 
hilltop on which the house stood was unusually quiet, for the 
younger children had been left in Mobile. Only the mockingbirds 
whistled loudly and swooped low over the yard to pick up stray 
seeds and insects. 


Trouble on the freezer and furniture 


HERE was some difficulty about getting the freezer and bed- 

room suite out of the county. Mrs. Causey had bought them 
on the instalment plan from G. W. Allen, a furniture and appliance 
dealer (and no relation to the other Allens previously mentioned), 
and she had not yet finished paying for them. When he heard the 
Causeys were planning to move, Allen sent out a truck to pick up 
both the freezer and the furniture. Mrs, Causey begged the truck 
driver not to take the freezer as this would spoil hundreds of dol- 
lars worth of beef, pork, poultry and vegetables. 

Willie Causey drove to Allen’s store and asked for time to raise 
money and pay off the bill. Allen agreed. But Allen warned the 
Causeys not to move either the freezer or the bedroom set until 
they had paid him in full. “You think you're in trouble now,” he 
told them, “but if you move that furniture you'll be in the jail- 
house.” From friends and relatives the Causeys raised nearly $400 
to take care of Allen’s bill. 

The Causeys had hoped to stay on the farm until the moving 
van arrived on Monday, but by late Saturday afternoon they were 
frightened by reports from neighbors that some white people 
were stirred up about their return and intended to come out look- 
ing for trouble. Once again the family left hurriedly for Mobile. 

‘On Monday, Willie Causey rode out to Choctaw County in the 
moving van with the driver and his helper, both Negroes. On the 
way Causey explained what had happened to him and told the two 
men about the rumors. One rumor was that if they tried to move 
the furniture, white men would hide alongside the road and at- 
tack the truck. Arriving at the farm, the Negroes loaded the van 

Just as they were getting ready to leave they glanced 
the road and saw three white men standing in the woods, 
‘cl iivacial woustuceles: sahenewiee Biman gitmwe aime adnan reine staring silently at them. The driver put Causey in the middle of 

the front seat between himself and his helper, explaining, “If 
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they get you, they'll have to get us too.” All three were scared as 
they drove off, but the white men never moved. 

Mike Dempsey, Causey's former employer, has told an editor 
of Lire that he expected to hear talk of violence to the family, 
but he says that he never heard any. 

Willie Causey made one more trip back to Choctaw County. He 
needed his truck before he could look for a new job as a woodcut- 
ter. He called Dempsey on the phone and asked if he could have it 
back. Yes he could, Dempsey said, if he paid off his debt. Demp- 
sey’s accountant, Melvin Pritchard, said the debt was $301.79. 
Willie Causey asked no questions. He told Pritchard that if he 
would take the truck the next day to the woodyard outside Silas, 
Causey's son L. C. would meet him there with the money, 


“L told the truth’ 


PerrcHARD never showed up. The truck was still in Hilton 
Roberts’ front yard the following day, its back wheel securely 
chained. Dempsey now says that he intends to sell the truck— 
“legally, of course.” 

When Pritchard failed to deliver the truck at the appointed 
time, Willie Causey left Choctaw County for good. 

The Causeys have now left Alabama and moved to another 
southern city, hoping to patch up their lives. In the weeks since 
Allie Lee Causey was suspended by the board of education, she 
has thought a lot about the things she said in Lire. “I told the 
truth in the magazine,” she says. “Justice and integration, that’s 
what I want. Look at that picture of my school. Is that justice? 
A dozen of my first-graders didn’t have books. Is that justice?” 

In Choctaw County no colored school has indoor toilets. Only 
one has running water inside the building. There are only two 
lunchrooms in all 33 Negro schools. 

In many other places in the South an equalization program, 
designed to make Negro schools as good as white schools, has been 
in progress since the late 1940s, and especially since the 1954 
Supreme Court decision against school segregation. But not in 
Choctaw County. 

Some members of the school board acknowledge the disparity in 
the school systems but say Shey gan do nothing about it. The big 

roblem is, of course, money. Last year a $700,000 budget had to 
a stretched to cover the two school systems, and 95% of it, 
Superintendent Allen estimates, went for teachers’ salaries and 
school buses. 

"T feel we have done no wrong,” Mrs. Causey wrote in a letter. 
“Justice is that political virtue which renders every man his due. 
Justice also consists of the principles of honest dealing with each 
other and a fixed purpose to do no one wrong or injury. I wouldn't 
have lost my job if justice had been in the education board.” 

Today all that remains of Willie and Allie Lee Causey in Choc- 
taw County is their empty house on the hill. Its littered rooms 
testify to the haste in which its owners left. On the front stoop 
lies a discarded brown-skinned doll staring vacantly into the emp- 
ty yard. The garden is untidy. Its vegetables rot in the ground. 
On a bare bedroom wall between two windows hangs a calendar, 
still turned to the month of September. No one thought to turn it 
to October. It is a month the Causcys hope someday to forget. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED 
TO CAUSEYS NOW 


When the Causeys’ difficulties were reported to LIFE, one of LIFE’s 
reporters immediately investigated. His report agreed with the 
family’s feeling that it could not continue to live In Choctaw Coun- 
ty. Later one of our senior editors visited the county and talked to 
the people mentioned in this article, confirming for himself the 
earlier findings. At that point the Causey family, with the help 
of LIFE, was resettled in a place of its own choosing in another 
part of the South. The series on segregation was conceived and 
published in order to ine and explain one of the most con- 
troversial social problems before the United States today. In ask- 
ing the Causeys to illustrate one phase of Negro life in the South, 
LIFE did not anticipate subsequent developments, nor did the 
Causeys. In justice to them and to our readers the editors felt it 
was necessary to report further on the story of the Causey family.

Of all the prospecting companies which have swarmed into the Grants 
area, one of the most spectacularly successful has been the Saber- 
Pinon Corporation. It began as a group made up of three Princeton 
graduates—a financier and a couple of university geologists. They 
dubbed themselves the Green Hornets and started prospecting near 
Ambrosia Lake with the help of another Princetonian, Dick Bokum, 
a big Santa Fe uranium-land lease trader. 

For two months in 1954 the Green Hornets roughed it in the wilds, 
subsisting in part on fried grasshoppers, quail eggs and martinis. When 
they struck ore they raised $100,000 to buy leases. The business has 
paid off handsomely for investors. Happiest of all are the two geolo- 
gists. Each expects his free stocks to be worth $250,000 by 1961 and 
they can now afford lavishly to indulge their epicurean tastes (above).

‘The Best Job 
in the Whole Navy’ 


HE “‘volcano” that Vice Admiral Charles Randall Brown says he is 

sitting on is the eastern Mediterranean. As commander of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet, the most powerful naval force on earth, he is charged with 
safeguarding American lives and interests in an area which the Suez situ- 
ation and Soviet interference has kept in a dangerously explosive state. 
If the U.S. were drawn into any fighting there, Brown’s force would be 
the first to take part in it. ‘Tomorrow could be my Pearl Harbor,” he 
says. His fleet already includes a newly arrived “hunter-killer” force of 
destroyers set to combat a major Russian naval menace, submarines. It is 
being strengthened with an antiaircraft missile ship and the Navy’s two 
most modern carriers. 

All this responsibility is highly satisfying to Admiral Brown. A solid, 
relaxed Alabaman of 56 with a quiet vein of humor, he told Lire Photog- 
rapher Mark Kauffman and Reporter Scot Leavitt who visited him last week, 
“This is the best job in the whole U.S. Navy. I’ve got in my own hot hands

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SHOCKED DISBELIEF AS DEVASTATION 

STRUCK PEARL HARBOR WAS FOLLOWED 

BY SCENES OF TERROR AND COURAGE 
by Walter Lord 


Last week's instalment of Day of Infamy told 
how the Japanese planned a massive sea and 
air strike against U.S. bases in Hawaii and how 
the officers and men of a special task force 
brought their mission undetected to the instant 
of launching the air attack against Pearl Har- 
bor. Now Walter Lord tells how the Japanese 
onslaught fell upon unsuspecting Americans. 


1EUT. COMMANDER LoGAN RAMSEY jumped 
L" up from his desk at the Patrol Wing 2 
Command Center on Ford Island when a sin- 
gle dive bomber screamed down on the sea- 
plane ramp at the southern tip of the island. 
It looked like a young aviator “flathatting,” 
and both he and the duty officer tried to get 
the offender's number. Then a blast. A col- 
umn of dirt and smoke erupted from the foot 
of the ramp. “Never mind,” said Ramsey, 
“it’s a Jap.” 

The plane pulled out of its dive and veered 
up the channel between Ford Island and 1010 
dock. It passed less than 600 feet from Rear 
Admiral William Furlong on the deck of the 
ancient minelayer Oglala. The admiral took 
one glance at the orange-red circle on the 
fuselage and shouted for general quarters. 
Then, as SOPA (senior officer present afloat), 
Admiral Furlong hoisted the signal ‘*All ships 
in harbor sortie.” 

The time was 7:55 a.m. 

Two more planes screeched down. Parts of 
the big PBY hangar at the head of the ramp 
flew in all directions. Seaman 2/c Robert 
Oborne, member of a utility plane squadron 
based on the island, was sure it was an Army 
snafu. “Boy,” he thought, “tis somebody go- 
ing to catch it for putting live bombs on those 
planes.” 

Ensign Donald Korn of the cruiser Raleigh, 
moored on the northwest side of Ford Island, 
was turning over his deck watch when he no- 
ticed planes flying from the valley leading up 
the center of Oahu. Ensign Korn had already 
alerted the antiaircraft battery when a torpedo 
struck opposite the Raleigh's second funnel. 

The Utah shuddered under two solid blows. 

A torpedo fired at the Oglala and Helena, 
moored side by side, passed completely un- 
der the Oglala and barreled into the Helena 
amidships. The concussion burst the seams of 
the old Oglala alongside and hurled Musician 
2/c Don Rodenberger from his upper bunk. 


He thought that the ancient boilers had finally 
exploded. 

On the Nevada Musician 1/c Oden Me- 
Millan waited with his band to play morning 
colors at 8 o'clock. His 23 men had been in 
position since 7:55. As they moved into for- 
mation McMillan saw a lot of dirt and sand 
go up at the other end of Ford Island and 
thought it was a drill. Now it was 7:58 and 
planes started coming in low from southeast 
Loch. Heavy muffled explosions began boom- 
ing down the line, and then it was 8 o'clock. 

The band crashed into The Star Spangled 
Banner. A Japanese plane skimmed across the 
harbor, dropped a torpedo at the Arizona and 
peeled off right over the Nevada's fantail. The 
rear gunner sprayed the men standing at at- 
tention, but he succeeded only in shredding 
the flag which was just being raised. 

MeMillan knew now, but it never occurred 
to him that once he had begun ple 
national anthem he could possibly stop. An- 
other strafer flashed by. This time McMillan 
unconsciously paused as the deck splintered 
around him, but he quickly picked up the 
beat again. The band stopped and started 
again with him, as though they had rehearsed 
it for weeks. Not a man broke formation until 
the final note died. Then everyone ran for 
cover. Ensign Joe Taussig, officer of the deck, 
sounded the alarm, The ship's bugler got 
ready to blow general quarters but Taussig 
impulsively grabbed the bugle away from 
him and tossed it overboard. Somehow it 
seemed too much like make-believe at a time 
like this. Over the PA system Chief Boat- 
swain’s Mate Adolpho Solar shouted « 
and again, “‘All hands, general quarters! Air 
raid! This is no drill!” 

Ship after ship began to catch on. The ex- 
ecutive officer of the destroyer Castor shout- 
ed, ‘The Japs are bombing us! The Japs are 
bombing us!” On the submarine Tautog, the 
topside anchor watch yelled down the forward 
torpedo hatch, “The war is on, no fooling!” 

On the Oklahoma there was first an air raid 
alert and then general quarters a minute later, 
after which the voice on the PA system added 
a few words, which one crew member recalls 
as follows: “Real planes, real bombs, this is 
no drill!” Other witnesses have a less deli- 
cate version of the last part. The language, 
they say, convinced them that this was it.

But on most ships the men down below still needed convincing. “This 
is a hell of a time to hold general drills,” echoed through the firemen’s 
quarters of the California, Signalman 3/c John Blanken’s compartment 
‘on the San Francisco, the after ‘*head” on the Nevada. On the destroyer 
Phelps, Machinist’s Mate 2/c William Taylor deliberately took plenty of 
time getting dressed. Then he ambled topside and strolled toward the 
stern to get a drink of water before going below to his station in the 
boiler room. As he started down the after gangway, a chief gunner’s 
mate came charging down behind him, shouting, ‘Get to hell out of the 
way—don’t you know we're at war?” 

A boatswain dashed into the chief petty officer's mess on the Mary- 
land, sat down white as a sheet: “The Japs are 
here!” Ensign Charles Merdinger of the Nevada 
was pulling on his clothes when someone out- 
side his stateroom yelled, “It’s the real thing, 
it’s the Japs!” With that, Merdinger stepped right 
through his sock. 

Pharmacist’s Mate 1/c William Lynch on the 
California \ed a metalsmith who wouldn't be- 
lieve that the raid was a real one to a port- 
hole and showed him the chaos erupting out- 
side. The man sagged away, sighing, ‘Jesus 
Christ . . . Jesus Christ.” On the West Virginia 
a sailor spattered with fuel oil ran by Ensign 
Maurice Featherman shouting, “Look what the 
bastards did to me!” 

Down corridors, up ladders, through hatches the men ran, climbed, 
milled and shoved toward their battle stations. One and all they accepted 
it now, some with a worldly grasp of affairs, some with almost ingenu- 
ous innocence. Captain Mervyn Bennion, skipper of the West Virginia, 
calmly remarked to his Marine orderly, “This is certainly in keeping 
with their history of surprise attacks.” A seaman on the destroyer Mon- 
aghan told Boatswain's Mate 1/c Thomas Donahue, “Hell, I didn’t 
even know they were sore at us.”” 

As men rushed to their stations, some remembered to take cate 
of absurd details. Radioman 3/c Robert L. Gamble of the Tennessee

Moored in a row along northwest shore of Ford Island 
were ex-battleship Urah, now target vessel, two more cruisers. 


ignored the old shoes beside his bunk, went to his locker and c 
put on a brand new pair to start the war right. The Nevada mi 
put their instruments away before going to their stations, (Exception— 
one man took along his cornet and excitedly threw it into a shell hoist 
along with some shells for the antiaircraft guns above.) 

On the other hand, there was always the danger of forgetting some- 
thing important, As Radioman 2/c James Lagerman raced for his battle 
station in the Ford Island Administration Building, he kept saying again 
and again to himself, ‘Just gotta try to remember this date . . .” 

In the confusion many of the ships, unlike the Nevada, never carried 
out morning colors. Others did, but in somewhat unorthodox fashion. 
On the sub alongside the oil barge YO-44, a young sailor popped out of 
the conning tower and ran to the flagstaff at the stern, Just then a tor- 
pedo plane roared by, its guns firing. The sailor scurried back to the 
conning tower, hugging the flag. Next try, he clipped it on before an- 
other plane sent him diving back to shelter. Third time, he got it up, 
just before another plane sent him ducking for cover again. The men 
‘on YO-#4 laughed and clapped and cheered.

N the Navy housing areas around Pearl Harbor, people couldn’t im- 
agine what was wrecking Sunday morning. Chief Petty Officer Albert 
Molter, puttering around his Ford Island flat, thought a drill was going 
on until his wife Esther called out to him, ‘‘Al, there’s a battleship 
tipping over.” 

As I 1-year-old Don Morton scuffed back to his house in Pearl City 
for more fishing bait, an explosion almost pitched him on his face. He 
scrambled home and asked his mother what was happening. She told 
him to go back and fetch his brother Jerry from the pier where they had 
been fishing. He ran out to find several planes gliding by at house-top 
level. Don was scared to go any farther. As he ran back to the house he 
saw his next door neighbor, a Navy lieutenant, standing on the grass in 
his pajamas, crying like a child. 

Up on the hill at Makalapa, where the senior officers lived, Admiral 
Kimmel was waiting in his yard for a car to take him to HQ. He stood 
there for a few moments as the planes made their first torpedo runs. 
Near him was Mrs. John Earle, wife of Admiral Bloch’s chief of staff. 
She remarked quietly, “Looks like they've got the Oklahoma.” 
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“*Yes, I can see they have,” the admiral answered. 

In a house directly across the street Mrs. Hall Mayfield, wife of 
Admiral Bloch’s district intelligence officer, heard the noise and 
glanced through a window. She saw her husband in pajamas stand- 
ing on the back lawn. He was leveling binoculars on the harbor, which 
lay below the house. Seconds later she joined him. Mrs. Mayfield’s 
first words were a bit of wifely advice: ‘‘Hall, go right back inside 
and put in your teeth.” 


DETERMINED SUBMARINER RAISES FLAG DESPITE STRAFING PLANE 


When two planes flashed by with the rising sun insignia, they 
turned and dashed back to the house. Captain Mayfield began paw- 
ing about his closet, hurling clothes and hangers in every direction. 
“Why,” Mrs. Mayfield asked him, “don’t the Navy planes do some- 
thing?” 

The captain’s glare showed that her question was treason. “Why,” 
he yelled back, “doesn’t the Army do something?”

At Hickam Field the men were desperately trying to get to their 
stations now. Some got there too late—Pfc. Emmett Pethoud found 
the plane he had to guard was already blown to bits. 

Pfc. Joseph Nelles, the Catholic chaplain’s assistant, was returning 
from early morning Mass when the planes struck. His first thoughts 
were to safeguard the Blessed Sacrament in the chapel. He ran back 
and must have just reached the altar when the chapel took a direct 
hit and vanished in the blast. 

All was quiet at Wheeler Field, the Army’s fighter base in the cen- 
ter of the island, until 8:02, when the first dive bomber peeled off. 

Somebody yanked Pfc. Leonard Egan from his cot in one of the 
tents along the hangar line. and for a moment he stood dazed and 
naked watching the dive bombers and strafers at work. Then he 
grabbed his shoes and a pair of coveralls and started running. 

In the officers’ club, Lieutenants Welch and Taylor, still up after 
their all-night poker game, stopped debating whether to go swim- 
ming. Welch grabbed the phone and called Haleiwa, where their 
P-40s were kept. Yes, the planes were all right . . . yes, they would 
be gassed up and loaded right away. Welch slammed down the re- 
ceiver, hopped into Taylor’s car and the two careened off to Haleiwa, 
prodded along by a strafing Zero. 

At Schofield, Cpl. Maurice Herman ran out on his barracks porch 
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and started cranking away at the air-raid siren. Down below the Sun- 
day morning chow lines wound through the quadrangle. It was an 
incongruous picture: heads raised to view the planes, excited discus- 
sions, questions being yelled to Herman on the porch and every man 
reluctant to give up his place in the chow line. Then a plane swept by, 
raking the lines of men. They scattered and bugles began sounding. 
Pvt. Frank Gobeo of the 98th Coast Artillery didn’t know how to 
blow call to arms, but he made a brilliant substitution that brought 
the men swarming: he blew pay call. 

‘Supply Sergeant Valentine Lemanski of the 27th Infantry rocketed 
down the stairs in Quadrangle D, found the men in his company had 
already smashed open the supply room doors. Some men in the 27th 
Infantry couldn't get weapons: their sergeant refused to issue the am- 
munition because a sign said it couldn't be released without orders 
from the adjutant. 

At Fort Shafter the windows of the Catholic chapel rattled all 
through Mass and the sermon. Right after the sermon a GI ran up to 
the priest and told him what was happening. Quickly the padre 
turned to the congregation: ‘God bless you all, the Japanese are at- 
tacking Pearl Harbor. Return to your units at once.” 

Eight miles away, at Kaneohe Naval Air Station, five pilots crowd- 
ed into Ensign “Whiskey” Willis’ car at the Bachelor Officers’ Quar- 
ters and started off for the hangars. Bullets ripped through the roof, 
the men piled out, then back in again when Willis found the car still 
worked. They reached the hangar this time, but. as they got out, 
another strafer hit the car and the gasoline tank went up. It was 
nothing compared to the blaze they found around them: 33 planes, 
everything at Kancohe except the three PBYs on patrol, were burning. 

The story was much the same at Ewa field, the Marine base west 
of Pearl Harbor: 33 out of 49 planes were ablaze within the first 
few minutes.

Over Oahu, Jim Duncan, foreman for a private contractor at Pearl, 
was taking flying lessons from Tommy Tommerlin. 

They had just passed the Mormon Temple near Kahuku Point 
when they heard machine-gun fire and the plane gave a heavy lurch. 
Then it happened again. At first Duncan thought some playful Army 
pilot was trying to scare him, but he changed his mind as he saw the 
red tracers pouring toward him and heard the bullets chopping into 
his fuselage. 

Duncan dived for the shore line, hoping to find cover by hugging 
the steep hills that came almost down to the sea. The Japanese planes 
circled once or twice. then flew off. The crippled Aeronca managed 
to limp back to John Rogers Airport. 


* 


Less than ten minutes had elapsed since the attacks began, but the 
unprepared ships in the harbor were already firing back. 

Up in the Maryland's foretop, where he had climbed to address 
Christmas cards in peace and quiet, Seaman 1/c Leslie Vernon Short 
looked twice at the planes diving on Ford Island, dropped his cards, 
loaded the ready machine gun and was hammering away when the 
first torpedo planes glided in from Southeast Loch. 

On the Sacramento, Watertender 2 c Gilbert Hawkins found him- 
self carefully untying each knot on the canvas awnings that stretched 
over the decks and guns—he just couldn't shake off the peacetime 
way of doing things. Finally a cook ran up and slashed the lines with 
a butcher's knife. 

They used fire axes on the New Orleans to smash open the am- 
munition ready boxes. The Pennsylvania locks were knocked off by 
a gunners mate who walked around swinging a big hammer: he had 
been bombed by the Japanese on the gunboat Panay in 1937, he an- 
nounced. and he wasn’t going to be caught again. On the Monaghan 
Boatswain's Mate Thomas Donahue, captain of No. 4 gun, slung 
wrenches at low-flying planes while the ammunition-box locks were 
sawed off. Somebody called up from the magazine and asked what 
he needed. “Powder,” he called back. “I can’t keep throwing things 
at them,” 

Frantically the gun crews were moving into action. On the after 
deck of the Detroit men banged their 3-inch shells against the gun 
shields to get the protector caps off the fuses and Aviation Metalsmith 
1 ¢ George Dorfmeister wondered why the whole ship didn’t blow up. 
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One torpedo bomber had tried to get the Nevada and had been shot 
down, Now another plane glided toward her. The machine guns in her 
foretop blazed away. The men were wild with excitement as the plane 
plowed into the water. The pilot frantically struggled clear and floated 
face up past the ship. But they got him too late, Marine Pvt, Payton 
McDaniel watched the torpedo’s silver streak as it headed for the port 
bow. He remembered pictures of torpedoed ships and half expected the 
Nevada to break in two and sink enveloped in flames. It didn't happen 
that way at all. Just a slight shudder, a brief list to port. 

Then she caught a bomb by the starboard antiaircraft director. En- 
sign Joe Taussig was at his station there when it hit. Suddenly he found 
his left leg tucked under his arm. Almost absently he said to himself, 
“That's a hell of a place for a foot to be,” and was amazed to hear 
Boatswain's Mate 2/c Allen Owens, standing beside him, say exactly 
the same words aloud, . 

Ahead of the Nevada a torpedo struck the Arizona almost right away 
and steel rained down from the horizontal bombers. A big bomb shat- 
tered the boat deck between No. 4 and No. 6 guns. It came in like a fly 
ball, and Seaman 1 /c Russell Lott, standing in the antiaircraft director, 
had the feeling he could reach out and catch it. 

The West Virginia was taking a terrible beating. Down in the plotting 
room, well below the water line, Ensign Victor Delano looked up 
through an overhead hatch and saw that the third deck was starting to 
flood, The list grew steeper. Tracking board, plotting board, tables, 
chairs, cots, everything slid across the room and jumbled against the 
port bulkhead. 

Soon oily water began pouring through the exhaust trunks of the ven- 
tilation system. Delano led his men forward to central station, the 
ship’s damage control center. Before closing the watertight door behind 
him, he called back to make sure no one was left. From nowhere six 
oil-drenched electrician’s mates showed up: they had somehow been 
hurled through the hatch from the deck above. 

Then Warrant Electrician Charles T. Duvall called to please wait for 
him. He sounded in trouble and Delano stepped back in the plotting 
room to lend a hand. He slipped on some oil and slid across the linoleum 
floor, bowling over Duvall in the process. The two men ended in a tan- 
gled heap among the tables and chairs now packed against the “down” 
side of the room, The oil was everywhere, They couldn't get back on 
their feet. Even crawling didn’t work—they still got no traction. Finally 
they grabbed a row of knobs on the main battery switchboard which 
yan all the way across the room. Painfully they pulled themselves up- 
hill, hand over hand, along the switchboard. It was almost like scaling 
a cliff. 

Jn central station at last, they found conditions almost as bad. The 
lights dimmed, went out, came on again for a while as the auxiliary 
circuit took hold. Outside the watertight door on the lower side the water 
began to rise. Delano could hear the pleas and cries of the men trapped 
on the other side, and he thought with awe of the decision Lieut. Com- 
mander J. S. Harper, the damage control officer, had to make: let the 
men drown, or open the door and risk the ship as well as the people 
now in central station. The door stayed closed. 

The California caught her first torpedo at 8:05 and another shortly 
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after. Water poured in and surged freely through the ship. It swirled into 
the forward air compressor station, where Machinist's Mate 1/c Robert 
Scott was trying to feed air to the S-inch guns. The other men cleared 
‘out, calling Scott to come with them. 

He yelled back, “This is my station. I'll stay here and give them air 
as long as the guns are going.” They closed the watertight door and let 
him have his way. 

On the Oklahoma, which took five torpedoes, hundreds of men who 
had no air defense stations trooped down to the third deck, where they 
would be protected by the armor plate that covered the deck above. The 
water rose, the emergency lights went out, the ship listed. Everything 
was breaking loose. Big 1,000-pound shells rumbled across the handling 
rooms, sweeping men before them. Eight-foot reels of steel towing cable 
rolled across the second deck, blocking the ladders topside. The door of 
the drug room swung open, and Seaman I /c George Murphy watched 
hundreds of bottles cascade over a couple of seamen hurrying down a 
passageway. The boys slipped and rolled through the broken glass, 
jumped up and ran on. 

Men battled grimly on the few remaining ladders to get to the main 
deck. Yeoman 3/c L. L. Curry and some mates were still in the machine 
shop on third deck amidships when the list reached 60°. Someone 
spied an exhaust ventilator leading all the way to the deck, and one by 
‘one the men crawled up. As they reached fresh air, an officer ran over 
and tried to shoo them back inside, where they would be safe from 
bomb fragments. That was the big danger, he explained: a battleship 
couldn’t turn over. 

But she kept listing and around the harbor all eyes were now glued on 
the sight. From his bungalow on Ford Island, Chief Albert Molter 
watched her gradually roll over on her side, ‘slowly and stately, as if 
she were tired and wanted to rest.” She kept rolling until her mast and 
superstructure jammed in the mud, leaving her bottom up. Only eight 
minutes had passed since the first torpedo hit her. 

On the Maryland, Chief Electrician's Mate Harold North recalled how 
everyone had cursed on Friday when the Oklahoma tied up alongside, 
shutting off what air there was at night. 

Inside the Oklahoma, Storekeeper 3/cTerry Arnistrong found himself 
alone ina small compartment on the second deck. As it slowly filled with 
water, he dived down, groped for the porthole, squirmed through to 
safety. Seaman 1/c Malcolm McCleary escaped through a washroom 
porthole the same way. 

Nearby Lieut. (j.g.) Aloysius Schmitt, the Catholic chaplain, started 
out too. But a breviary in his hip pocket caught on the coaming. As he 
backed into the compartment again to take it out, several men started 
forward. Chaplain Schmitt had no more time to spend on himself. He 
pushed three. possibly four, of the others through before the water 
closed over the compartment. 

Some men found themselves gasping, swimming, trying to orient 
themselves to an upside-down world in the air pockets that formed as 
the ship rolled over. Seaman George Murphy splashed about the operat- 
ing room of the ship's sick-bay, wondering what part of the ship had 
a tile ceiling, never dreaming he was looking up at the floor. 

Topside the men had it easier. As the ship slowly turned turtle, most 
of the men simply climbed over the starboard side and walked with the 
roll, finally ending up on the bottom. Ensign Bill Ingram climbed out the 
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high side just as the yardarm touched the water. He stripped to his 
shorts and slid down the bottom of the ship. 

As Ingram hit the water, the Arizona blew up. A huge ball of fire 
and smoke mushroomed 500 feet into the air. There wasn’t so much 
noise—most of the men say it was more a ‘‘whoom” than a “bang” 
—but the concussion was terrific. 

For an instant the whole ship seemed to rise bodily out of the wa- 
ter, then settled back, a sagging hulk, Far above, Commander Fuchi- 
da’s bomber trembled like a leaf. On the fleet landing at Merry’s Point 
a Navy captain wrung his hands and sobbed that it couldn’t be true. 

Over 1,000 men were gone. 

Incredibly, some still lived. Radioman 3/c Glenn Lane was blown 
off the quarterdeck and found himself swimming in water thick with 
oil. He looked back at the Arizona arid couldn't see a sign of life. 

But there were men there, On the third deck aft Coxswain James 
Forbis felt skinned alive, and the No. 4 turret handling room was fill- 
ing with smoke. He and his mates finally moved over to No. 3 turret 
where things were a little better, but soon smoke began coming in |

around the guns there too. The men stripped to their drawers and 
crammed their clothes around the guns to keep the smoke out. When 
somebody finally ordered them out, Forbis took off his newly shined 
shoes and carried them in his hands as he left the turret. The deck was 
blazing hot and covered with oil. But there was a dry spot farther aft 
near No. 4 turret, and, before leaving the ship, Forbis carefully set his 
shoes there. He lined them neatly with the heels against the turret—just 
as though he planned to wear them up Hotel Street again that night. 

A number of heavy bombs smashed into the Tennessee and scat- ~ 
tered splinters in all directions. One hunk ripped the bridge of the 
West Virginia alongside and cut down Captain Mervyn Bennion. He 
slumped across the sill of the signal bridge door on the starboard 
side of the machine-gun platform. Soon after the captain fell, Ensign 
Delano arrived on the bridge. 

Captain Bennion had been hit in the stomach and it took no med- 
ical training to see that the wound was fatal. Yet he was perfectly 
conscious and at least he might be made more comfortable. Del- 
ano openeda first-aid kitand looked for some morphine. Noluck. Then 
he found a can of ether and tried to make the captain pass out. He 
sat down beside the dying man, holding his head in one hand and 
the ether in the other. It made the captain drowsy but never uncon- 
scious. Occasionally Delano moved the captain’s legs to more com- 
fortable positions, but there was so little he could do. c 

Captain Bennion prodded Delano with questions. He asked how 
the battle was going, whether the ship and the men were badly hit. De- 
lano did his best to answer, resorting every now and then to a gentle 
white lic. Yes, he assured the captain, the ship's guns were still firing.

On the ships at the piers in the Navy Yard men had more time for 
reflection than their mates on Battleship Row. On the New Orleans 
the ship’s gambler and “‘big operator” sat at his station, reading the 
New Testament. (Later he canceled his debts and loans, threw away, | 
his dice.) Ensign Harry Fischer, a young engineer on the San Fran- 
cisco, with nothing to do because her boilers were dismantled, ap- 
peared topside and wistfully told Ensign John E. Parrott, ‘Thought. * 
I'd come up and die with you.” Machinist's Mate 2/c Henry Johnson.

‘on the Rige/ remarked that now he knew how a rabbit felt and he'd nev- 
er hunt one again. Minutes later he lay mortally wounded on the deck. 

Their very helplessness turned many of the men from fear to fury. 
Commander Duncan Curry stood on the bridge of the Ramapo firing a 
.45 pistol as the tears streamed down his face. 

A young Marine on 1010 dock fired his rifle at the planes while a 
Japanese-American boy about 7 years old lit a cigaret for him. The butt 
of his old cigaret was burning his lips, but he never even noticed it. As 
he fired away he remarked aloud, “If my mother could see me now.” 

The attack had now been on for 35 minutes and the backbone of the 
fleet was gone or immobile: Arizona, Oklahoma and West Virginia sunk, 
California sinking, Maryland and Tennessee bottled up by the wrecked 
battleships alongside, Pennsylvania squatting in drydock. Only the Ne- 
vada was left, and she seemed a forlorn hope with one torpedo and two 
bombs already in her. 


* 


Twe ve B-17s which had set out from California the day before under 
Major Truman Landon were now approaching Hawaii. It was a long 
flight for those days—14 hours’ flying time. To save gas the planes were 
flying separately instead of in formation. They also were stripped down: 
no armor or ammunition, their guns in cosmoline. 

‘Lieut, Karl Barthelmess’ plane got to Oahu around 8 a.m, He was 
suddenly overtaken by about 15 light planes marked with large red 
circles. They flew above, under and alongside the 
B-I7,’apparently escorting the big plane in. The 
bomber’s crew sighed with relief and removed 
their life belts. They waved their thanks, but the 
pilots of the other planes were apparently too 
preoccupied to respond. 

As Major Landon approached the island, a 
flight of nine planes came straight at him, flying 
north, For an instant he too thought it was a re- 
ception committee. Then a burst of gunfire and 
a quick glimpse of the red circles told him the 
truth. He pulled up into the clouds and shook 
off any pursuit. 

Now some of the planes were asking for land- 
ing instructions from the tower at Hickam Field. 
A calm flat voice gave wind direction, velocity, 
the runway on which to land, as though it were any other day. Occa- 
sionally the voice observed without emotion that the field was under 
attack by “unidentified enemy planes.” 

Lieut. Bruce G, Allen was the first to land and made it without trou- 
ble. Then came Lieut. Homer Taylor's plane. As it circled in, a Japanese 
bullet exploded some magnesium flares in the radio compartment, which 
set the whole plane on fire. The plane bounced down heavily, the blazing 
tail section broke off and the forward half skidded to a stop. The crew 
all reached shelter except Flight Surgeon William Schick. A Zero riddled 
him as he ran down the runway. 

When it was Major Landon’s turn to come in, the same casual voice 
in the tower told him to “‘land from west to east” and added laconically

that there were three Japanese planes on his tail. With this encouraging 
news he came on in, landing safely at 8:30. 

Some of the big planes had to land at Wheeler, or Bellows, or a golf 
course near Kahuku Point but Lieutenant Taylor's was the only plane lost.

THE Breese saw it first, From her anchorage off Pearl City the old 
destroyer-minecraft sighted a conning tower turning up the west side 
of Ford Island just after 8:30. The Medusa and Curtiss saw it a few 
minutes later, and signal flags fluttered from all three yardarms. 

The destroyer Monaghan caught the warning right away as she headed 
down the west channel. A signalman turned to Commander Bill Bur- 
ford: “Captain, the Curtiss is flying a signal that means ‘Submarine 
sighted to starboard.’”” 

Burford explained it was probably a mistake, that such a thing could 
easily happen in all the confusion of gunfire and burning ships. 

“Okay, Captain—then what is that thing dead ahead of us that looks 
like an over-and-under shotgun?” 

The skipper squinted through the smoke and was amazed to see a 
small submarine moving toward them on the surface several hundred 
yards ahead. In its bow were two torpedo tubes, not side by side as 
usual, but one directly above the other. They seemed to be pointed 
directly at the Monaghan. 

By now everybody was firing. The Curtiss pumped a shell right 
through the conning tower at 8:40—decapitating the pilot, according 
to her gunners; clipping off his coat button, according to Monaghan 
men. The Medusa was firing too. The Monaghan’s 
own guns were blazing as she rushed at the sub, 
but her shots missed and hit a derrick along 
the shore. 

The Monaghan rushed on and everybody else 
held fire as Burford tried to ram. He grazed the 
conning tower. It was not really a square blow 
but hard enough to spin the sub against the 
Monaghan’s side as she surged by. Chief Tor- 
pedoman’s Mate G. S. Hardon set his depth 
charges for 30 feet and let them go. They went 
off with a terrific blast, utterly destroying the 
sub and knocking down nearly everybody on 
deck. Fireman 2/c Ed Creighton thought the 
ship had blown up her own fantail. 

But she hadn't. Instead, the Monaghan rock- 
eted on, now too late to make her turn into the main channel leading 
to sea.
